Otta'wa, Aug. 30. — ^Furtiier extensive 
analysis of thoTnilk supplied to largo cities 
is to be made. 

F. N. Gisbome, auperinteudent of Gov- 
ernment telegruplia, died, tliis morning. Ho 
was tho projector of tlie Atlantic 
cable Bchemo which Cyrus Field 
carried saooessfollyt . to eompletioD. 
Frederic Newton Gisliorno was born at 
Brougton, Lanoaaliire, England, in March, 
1824, and came to Canada in 1815. After a 
brief period spent in farming lio became an 
eperator for the Moiitroitl Telegraph Com- 
pany, opening that coni])Any'a (irat oilice iu 
Quebec city. Ho waa gciierul manager 
of the British North Americau Elec- 
trio Telegraph Association, whioli 
united the Maritime Provinces and 
Canada by a telegraph line, and 
later took charge of the Nova 
Scotia Gorernmcnt'a telegraph system. 
There he conceived the idea of laying a sub- 
inarino cable to Newfoundland, a project 
afterwards extciulcd to laying a cable be- 
neath the Atlantic. It was Mr. Gisborne 
who interested tho late Cyrus Field in this 
project, and to him certainly belongs the 
credit of origin.tting submarine telegraphy, 
Mr. Gisborne has been superintendent ot the 
Dominion Government's telegraph service 
since 1870.

The Uorrcsiiondoncp Between Th«m 
Suiiiiimri/.ed— Tiiith's Etlitor Ad- 
mires tlie Premier 



For Assnmiiig' tho Kesiionsibility, but 
Insists that the Queeu Ne- 
fflectid Jlini. 



London, Aug, 30, — Tho correspondent of 
the United Press had a glimpse at the let- 
ters which passed between Mr. Gladstone 
and Mr. Labouchere on the subject of a 
place in the Cobinet. The correspondence 
and L-^r.,ineriU will fill bix p.igea uf to-mui- 
row's issue of Truth. Mr. Gladstone, iu a 
leller dated at Hawardon, saya that his 
attention has been drawn to Mr. Labou- 
chore's letter to the electors of Northamp- 
ton, and he assures Mr. Labouchere 
that tho . understanding conveyed in 
that communication is incotreot ; 
that he (Mr. Gladstone) was 
responsible for all recommendations sub- 
mitted to the Queen respecting the tenure 
of political ofhce. Mr. (JIadstono states 
that lie was awnra of Mr. Lahouclicre's high 
jiosition and of the aaaiatance which Mr, 
Laboucliero had uUvsiya (.dvon to the Liberal 
party. Accordingly lie (.Mr. Gladstone) had 
considered tho subject closely and arrived 
at the conclusion that there were incidents 
in Mr. Labouehere'a career in no way dis- 
parapjing to Mr. Labouohere, which appear- 
ed to render it unfitting for him (Mr. Glad- 
atone) to ask him to become a Minister. 

jMr. Lubouohere replied on the 23rd of 
August. In his reply he BAid that^ ho rec- 
ognised the difEouUy of Mr. Gladstone's 
poaition, and while he (Mr. Labouchere) did 
not admit tho Sovereign's right to impose a 
veto on the Premier's selections, he admired 
Jlr. Gludatone for aupporting tho Queen's 
action and u.sauining the constitutional res- 
ponsibilities. He iiska to be allowed to re- 
tain the conviction that Mr, (iliid- 
stone -was not a free agent in the 
matter, Mr, Labouchere added that he waa 
too stalwart a Radical not to support the 
Government Reforma, bo only regretted 
that (licso reforms dill not include the aboli- 
tion of tho Hou.'so of liords, and tbe dieen- 
ilownient of the l'>stablialic<l Church, Mr. 
Labonchere'a final letter was Bent 
on the 2Gth. In tliia lie pr.iiatd Mr. 
Gladalone for his long and noble aervice, 
for which bolli Lilieriil.H and Kiulieala owed 
liiiii an eternal debt of gratitude. Far from 
complaining, lie Imped that many ocrasions 
would show that the Kadicala did not re- 
qret that Mr. Gladstone was Premier. 
In his comments on the correspon- 
dence, Mr. Labouchere says that he 
proved last week tbe Queen's intorfercucu 
and he no w uiif|Uttliliedly asserts that tho 
Queen did interfere, although Mr. Glad- 
stone wAH Strictly within tho bounds of 
truth in saying he had nob submitted Mr. 
Labouchere's name. 



THE CHOLERA. 

Its Rapid Spread iu Europe, With Increus- 
iugly Fatal Ucsults— I'recau- 
tlonary Measures. 

Bbrlik, Aug. 30, — Tbe official statement, 
this afternoon, showed' that ia'- the last 
twenty-four hours nineteen cases of cholera 
have been discovered. Reports from forty 
towns in North Germany, exclusive of Ham- 
burg and Altona, show that in each, cases 
of cholera have been discovered.

HOWARD VINCENT SPEAKS. 



Ho Predicts an Early Break-up of 
the Oladstono Govern- 
ment. 



Comments on Affairs in Jlbroceo and 
tlie Course of tlie Britisli 
Ambassador. 



Lo.sDO.v, Aug. 30,— Curiosity mingled 
with amusement has been aroused by a 
speech made yesterday by Howard Vincent, 
M, P., the somewhat eccentric champion of 
Imperial Federation, and other facts of a 
more or loss jingo sort. The speech was de- 
livered before a number of Tory workmen 
from ShefTield, who were on an excursion to 
Hatfield. Lord Salisbury is spending a 
holiday in France, but ho had ordered 
his mansion and grounds thrown oj)eu to tho 
visitors, for whioli courte-y a vote of thanks 
waa passed by tho workmen, at tho meeting 
which was held on tho grounds. In hia ad- 
dress Mr. Vincent declared his belief that 
the Gladstouian Government would collapse 
within a few hours after tho opening of Pur- 
liiment. At this wild prediction tho listen- 
era grew enthusiastic and cheered for several 
minutes. This fact will serve as a gauge of 
the intellectual capacity of Mr. Vincent's 
audienoe. 

Proceeding, tbe oralor said that the 
enemies of England were preparing to at- 
tack her in various quarters, Russia was 
advancing upon India, and France had suc- 
ceeded in depriving British trade of an im- 
portant market,, r.which .Lord Salisbury, 
during Wa'-liiBt'week'' of' power, had en- 
deavored to secure. These, evils Mr. Vin- 
cent, of course, attributed to the advent 
of a Liberal ministry. People are 
asking each other what market 
Vincent referred to as to having 
been lost to Great Britain. The Tories 
eenerally answer, Morocco, but tho re- 
cently published blue book does not bear 
out any such statement. The dispatches 
published show clearly that Lord Salisbury 
was so afraid of arousing tho enmity of 
France that ho instructed Sir Evan Smith, 
British Ambassador to Morocco, to procead 
with really Quakerlike moderation, lb 
ia believed, further, that ho pri- 
vately censured the ambassador for 
having deatroyed the provisional 
drafts of the treaty and otherwise bullying 
ths .Sultan, As a matter of fact, Lord 
Saliahury did not wish to stir up a foreign 
difiicnlty on tho eve of an election. Since 
the uceeasion of the Liberal Ministry, Lord 
Uosebery, Secretary for Foreign Afl'airs, 
bus devoted much time to th.e atuoy of the 
Morocco question, and nobody would 
be surprised if he should decide upon an 
active policy, and ultimately obtain 
for Euglaiid llie benelita which Lord Salis- 
bury failed to secure. The French press 
sees in Mr. Vincent '.s speech a disproof of 
Lord Salisbury'a contention that ho acted 
in tho Morocco afl'air in the interests 
ol tho whole of Europe. They construe tlio 
despatches as revealing a plan to crowd all 
nations but England out of the Morocco 
trade, and to ultimately find a pretext for 
securing sovereignty over the Stiltan's do-

A'wful Treatment of Captive Sailors 
and Hunters— Horrors Equal 
to Siberia's. 

When tbe sealing schooner City of San 
Diego returned to p'ort a few weeks ago her 

captain announced, as his opinion of course, 
that it would have beeu butter for those 
acbooners that had gone to try their lucU on 
the Russian side, if they had remained idle 
in the home harbor. 

"The Russian bear ia watching," he luid, 
"and the Russian warships will pounce down 
on any sealers venturing near their territory, 
whether they have a legal rigkt to seize or 
not — tho will of the Russian officers is law 
enough for Russian gunboats and those that 
man tbem," 

It secmi that the captain is a good 
prophet, 

" The Bear" has been watching and has 
made four schooners his prey, and from the 
aooounta brought down by the oaptaios and 
crews of the'^confiscated craft, it does not 
appear that any law, except perhaps the 
Uw of Might, played any part in tbe high 
handed proceeding. 

The unfortunate sealers were tho "Ari«l," 
" Willie McGowan" and "Kosie Olseu," of 
this port, and the " C. H. White," of San 
Francisco. Their crews arrived here 
last evening by the American ship Majestic 
from Potropuulovsky, 84 men all told, and 
particulars of the misfortune that had be- 
fallen them were at once forwarded to Ad- 
miral llotham and to tho authorities at 
Ottawa by Collector A. R. Milne. 

Tho memo, furnished the Admiral con- 
tains tho f.'iets of the case as regards the 
three Briiiah schooners in a nutshell : 

Schooner Ariel, of "Victoria, B.C., John Mc- 
Leod master, waj seized by ttio linyerial Uua- 
slan cruiser Zabiaka on July2S, 181)2, in latiLudo 
fiClO deg., longitude KlT.-iO deg. oaat. 30 to <U 
mllOB toulh-cast of Copper Island. The Ariel's 
crow consisted ot 23 whites and ono Indian. 

The schooner WlUie MoOowan, of ijbelburne, 
N.a., John'Daley.masterv^with crow of 23 all 
told, and SCaealaKins oh board, was also seized 
by tho Zabiaka on the ovoning of July 18, in 
lat. 5J.50deg,, long, 167.51 deg. east, and towed 
ten ho ra, mu tow lino ihon parting. A prizo 
crew waa puton board, conaistingof twoolilcors 
nnd nine men. and by this crew the schooner 
waa taken to Petropaulovaky. Tho claim on 
which seizure waa mauo, waa tbac Kus.'iia ex- 
ercised juriadietion over nil waters woaLwarJ 
of tho Hue of demarcation. Tho achoouer waa 
between 40 and 50 niilea otl" tho south end ot 
Copper Island when seized. 

Tho Hchnoner, lloaio Ulsen.ot Victoria, B. C. 
Michael Keefo, maator, witli a crow of ifi 
Indl ins and bix wliito men, and 377 akina on 
boaid, was seized by the llusaiau Fur Com 
pany'a steamer, Kotik. in charge of tho Gover- 
nor of Ilebring Island, on July 28, In latitude 
51.21 deg.. long. lC5.40deg., about 20 or 25 miles 
west or Uebring Island. Tho schooner waa 
taken to Petrop .ulovaky, maator nnd crow 
'uolng transferred to the Bteanier wi'hlhoex- 
coplioii of two men. and the seliooner renuiiii- 
iiiK' tor a lime at Buhring Island and tlien fol- 
lowing.

" Each of the above named British 
aehooucrs cleared from tho custom house, 
Victoria, on tha following dutca, rtapec- 
tively : 

The Itoaio ()lncn. Capt. Keefc. February 1. 

Tlio WlUio .McOowan, Capt. Daley, May 14, 

The Ariel, Capt. MeLcod, May H. 

"All were bound pu a hunting and fish- 
ing voyage in tho North PaciticOcean. Each 
of the masters, on leaviug, was warned by 
his owners not to enter l?ehring Sea, and 
each carefully followed his iuatructions. 

"As tho result of the moat careful inquir- 
ies at the Custom House, Victoria, and of 
tho ollicers of tlie Sealing Aasociation, the 
masters were informed that they could take 
seals anywhere beyond three leagues off the 
coast of any of tho Ruasian islands in tho 
North Faolflo. 

"Oh the voyage north, the schooners 
MoOlowan and Ariel were.lioarded by Lieut. 
Williams, of H.M.S. Daphne, who warned 
each of the masters, in writing, igainst on- 
tering Behrin;; Sea, and in each case, in 
reply to the question, the o£Bcer stated 
that, to the beat of his -information, tho 
schooners could hunt seals anywhere .

ring Sea concerning the jurisdiction over 
which an agreement for arbitration had 
lately been signed by the British and Uni- 
ted States Governments — provided, of 
course, that they kept the proper distance 
from the land, whicli distance was said to 
bo three leagues.

"Shortly after coming on board tho 
Zabiaka, the masters ot each of thu schoon- 
ers seized by her were ordered to sign a 
paper written in Russian, of which 
language ' they knew nothing, tho 
aubstanco of which, as translated into Eng- 
lish by Capt, do Levron, was an aoknowi- 
cdgment on the part of tho sealing men 
that they had been hunting seals in Ras- 
aian waters.

Ur. S. B. Ker Retnrns From a Trip Threiich 
That Flonrlshing Farminff 

Section. 

Mr. D. R. Kcr, of tho firm of Brackman 
& Ker, has just retiirncd from his annual 
tour of inspection through tho farming dis- 
tricts of the Mainland. 

" Tho Frasor Valley," said he, "is look- 
ing fine. The wheat crop ia good both in 
quantity and quality, while tho oats are 
probably tho best ever seen along the 
Fraser. Fine weather for tho next 10 days 
means everything. With this the farmers 
will got their crops safely housed, for 
which they are working hard. The prices 
will, of course, tend rather lower owing to 
the heavy yield in tho Northwest. The Sho- 
nan oats, of which we sold largo (juantities 
fer seed last year, have douo well, and tho 
result is a heavy crop of extra fine nulling 
oats, for which fully ij'J per ton higher prices 
will be paid thuni for the common varieties. 
This is the lirst season in which any dis- 
tinction has been made in tho prices of oats, 
but from now distinctions will prevail, and 
the fanner will be encouraged to pay more 
attention to tho adaptability ofjtho various 
varieties of oats for milling purposes, upon 
which their value depends. 

"The harvesting has rather taken tho at- 
tention of tho farmers from tho baling of 
their b.ay crop, which has been a good one. 
The quality is quite equal to that of former 
years, while tho quantity ia somewhat 
greater. 

"W'hile away I visited the Jubilee Farm 
of Messrs. McNeely & Hutoheraon, located 
about two nules from Ladncr's Limding. 
This is an extensive experimeutal farm, 
which ia doing a great deal of good by de- 
termining tho adaptability of the dilfercnt 
kinds of grains and fruit to this country. 
They have about 60 acres in orchard, aud 
are continually trying new vorieties. While 
their grain fields are very extensive, they 
are as yet almost entirely given over to the 
testing of new seed." 

JAMES BAY CAUSEWAY. 

To THE Editor :— I trust that Mr. H. R. 
Smith's letter and interview, reported in 
the Coi.o.Ni.ST of this date, will not interfere 
with something being done to bridge James 
Bay. 

As Mr. Smith refers to mo both in his 
letters and interviews, I trust you will ac- 
cord me tho opportunity of adding some- 
what to Mr. Smith's statements; in my 
opinion they aro not qiiiti: complete. 

In April last a genrlcman requestad mo 
to undertake a personal and active part in 
furtliering a proposition for a James Hay 
causeway.

Frequent interviews and conferences took 
place at Mr. H. B. Siiiilh'.-i nffirc, at which 
sundry plans were produced and explana- 
tions made by Mr. H. B. Smith and others. 
At these meetings it was demonatrated 
that Mr. H. B. Smith'a original plans were 
not acceptable to the business men to whom 
they had previously been shown, and the 
proposition was amended aud materially 
altered in order to piaco the scheme on a 
pay iug basis, which it was not on before 
This revised scheme was tho one published 
in the Newa of tho 2ijth August a very dif- 
ferent proposition from that originated by 
Messrs. McRride Smith and H. B. Smith, 
being indeed a suggestion which has met 
with much notice and some approval. 

With reeard to Mr. B. B. Smith's refer 
ences to myself, I may state that not only 
was he aware that I had sabmitted a mem 
orundum to a member of the Council em 
bodying this improved and altered scheme, 
but it was only after he had declined to 
draw it up himself, and had personally 
asked me to do so in my own nome iliat I 
consented. Tho memo, was written in 
July last, and then handed to i\ member of 
the Council, and Mr. Smith, if he hod de- 
aired, could then have BBked me to call 
it in. 

Mr. H. B. Smith worked up an idea of 
Mr, McBridc .Smith's, business men could 
not sec a guarantee of profit in it ; finally it 
was amended so as to be a practical and a 
new plan, and it ia tliis new plan Mr. Smith 
desired to take all the credit of, and profits, 
if any, to himself. 

There have been practically no expenses 
so far, at least I have incurred none, and 
Mr. Smith has put in his time, which others 
have also done. 

I was told on my return to town, a few 
days since, that the papers desired to pub- 
lish this item of news. I consented, merely 
with the desire to push the matter through, 
and expecting that it would ap))ear in all, 
Mr. Smith deserves credit for much work, 
but he is not acting fairly in striving to 
make it out entirely his "baby." "Alyou-n 
child entire! !/" are tho words appearing in 
his interview, whereas the "infant" was to 
all intents and purposes dead, until resur- 
rected by skilful nursing and medical at- 
tention.

French-Canadian society here is excited 
over the discovery that Rev. Mr. (jyot, n 
leading i'rench-Caiuidian priest and mem- 
ber of the Sulpiciim oiiier, asaigiied to St.

Alphonso Desjarius, federal member for 
Hoohelttga, has been asked to accept nomin- 
ation for tho civic cluiir, and will probably 
accept. Mr. Desjardius was for m»ny years 
A member of the press, and ii president of a 
French Banking institution.

It is understood tlie Government has de- 
cided that tho St. Jean Baptisto Society 
mnac take hack the Quebec lottery into 
their own hands, change its name and run 
the same in connection with the Monument 
National. 

Hon. Levi'Ruggles Church died to day. 
For years ho represented Pontiac in the 
Quebec Legislature. Ho was appointed 
member of tho E.xecutive Council, Septem- 
ber 22nd, 1874, and was Attorney-General 
from that date till January, 1876, when he 
became Provincial Treasurer. He held 
that position until May, 1878, when the ad- 
miniatratioD was dibmissed by Lieut.-Gov- 
emor Letellier de St Just. He sat in 
the Commons for Ottawa from 1867 nntil

Police Captain Siniii doe.'i 
not credit the elaini that liyrnes is tlio son 
of tho celebrated thief catclier. He believes 
that if tho sou of such a man was abducted 
heaven and cartli would have been over- 
turned before ti^e case was dropped.

A aOOD LAW. 

Wo are very plad to aeo that Aldermau 
Hunter has introduced his Local Improvo- 
menk By-Lav. Iti is, as far at we can 
jud^e, an excellent measure. Ita principle 
is easily understood and must recommend 
itself to every one as equitable. UTiider it 
the property owner i> required to piy for 

■ those permanent improvements only from 
. which hisi property receives a direot and 

' . immediate benefit. The resident of Janica 
Bay, for instance, does not derive any ap- 
procittblo benelit Irom a oewor laid or a 
Btrcot graded, let u3 say, in Victoria West. 
Ho 13 therefore not at all anxious that that 
sewer should be laid or that alreet graded. 
Neither is ho very willing to pay towards 
' making the' improvement. In fact, it does 
not seem fair to him to be compelled to pay 
towards improving n diat'xnt neighbor's 
property while h" ia compelled to wait an 
indefinite time and to bcscl^o tho council 
with petitions before ho can get the im- 
provements that he needs. 

It is therefore no wonder that under the 
general' assessment pl&n > improvement is 
slow. E»oh work is reluctantly under- 
taken beciiuse the innjority of tho ratepay- 
ers have little or no intercut in it, and the 
aBSeasment ia not cheerfully paid bocauac 
only a comparatively few get any good from 
it. 

Bat it is different under tho local im- 
provement system. When improvements 
aro required in a street or block they can bo 
had as soon us the majority of the proporty- 
ownera are convinced of their ceccsaity. 
They will not have to wait until a majority 
of the ratepayers of the city or, what 

■ amounts to pretty nearly tho same thing, a 
majority of tho City Council, make up their 
raiuJa to lot them have what they need. Aa 
thoy will have to pay for the improvement 
themselves, no one is interested in deferring 

' it until goodness knows when, and when 
,once it is made and pt^id for, the ratepayers 
have the'aatisfaction of knowing that they 
will not have to pay towards similar im- 
provements in other parts of the city. 
When the local improvement system goes 
into operation there will not only bo no un- 
necesaary and annoying postponements, but 
there will bo an end to complaints of in- 
justice, particularly as to what part of the 
city shall first got what it needs in the way 
of improvomenta. 

We see that a groat deal of attention has 
been paid to this matter of sewer oonstruo- 
tare in the by-law. This is as it should be. 

' Sewer conatruotion ia not only important, 
bat it is expensive, and itiaabaolutelynecos- ^ 
aary that tho burden it entails should bo 
equitably distributed. Mr. Hunter's law 
makei provision that this shall bn done. 
The object of many ot its seotiona is evi- 
dently that every ratepayer shall pay his 
fair share toward the construction of the 
aawera that drain his property, neither more 
nor less. As the law aeems to be drawn up 
with grfit care, this end, we have no doubt, 
will be accomplished. 

It may be thought that, as some of tha 
aewera have been already laid at the general 
expense, the Local Improvement Law will 
not extend to the properties which those 
aewers drain. But tho expense of construct- 
ing aU iUa BBWera of (litj city will ijo ao uia- 
tributed that every property owner in the 
city will havo to pay his equitable aharo. 
Tho work of making this arrangement is 
Dot ao dii&oalt or ao complicated aa it may 
at firat aicjht appear. 

Another benefit of tho adoption of the 
local improvement plan will be that those 
who deairo to liavo improvements made in 
any particular locality will not have to wait 
until the consent of thrco-fiftha of tho rate- 
payers can be obtained to a loan by-law. 
Under that law there will be no loan by- 
laws to raisg money to pay for improvo- 
menta. As soon US tlio ratepayers inter- 
ested signify their wish to havo certain 
improvomenta, it will not bo diiiicult to get 
tho City Council to tako tho necessary 
steps to have them made. The Council 
under the law takes the initiative cer- 
tainly, but when its members know that 
the property-owners want "works or 

' improvementa," thoy, having no motive 
for delay, will bo only too glad to give 
them what they want. 

We believe tliat the passage of Mr. 
Hunter's Local Improvement Bylaw will 
mark the commencement of a new era of 
progress and advancement in the history of 
Victoria. 



Mr. Frank Bakeman, tha reprcaoatative 
of the Chicago capitalists, who will engage 
in tho woik of building tho Cunadiiin 
Western Railway, left for Chicago, this 
morning, over the Canadian Puclfic. Dar- 
ing his stay here, be and. his aa>80oia|e« 
have arranged the details "of the plan by 
which tho road is to bo built, and have 
secured u vast amount of information con- 
cerning tho country which the roa^ Ls to 
traverse. Two anrvey parties have been 
sent out to gather information about the 
landa of the Island in districts hith- 
erto unexplored, and it is possible 
that within another fortnight locating sur- 
veys will bo started, and tho stupendous un- 
dertaking actually begun. There are many 
hero who yet remain uncoaj^inced of the 
bona f!(Jei of the gentlemen who have taken 
upon Ihomselvca tho tank of giving to Vic- 
toria and tho Province a tecond line of rail- 
way to ita eaiilern boundary. Did thoy havo 
a full knowledge of what haa already been 
done towards that end, their doubts would 
cease. 

Mr. Bakenian returna to Chicago with-te 
well-defined scheme, and with all inforinu- 
tion necoasary to lay before his aasociates. 
Thero is no room for a peradventuro about 
their engaging in tho work. A con- 
atrtuution company, among whom are some 
of the leading men of Victoria, baa beeu 
formed, having a working capital BuMoienb 
to carry on the coustruotion of tho line, jind 
a start will be mailo before tho oud of the 
present j-ear. No serious difiiculty will be 
met in financing the aolienio, bo ua to have 
rapid and continued progress toward the 
desired end, the aid which the olty. Pro- 
vince and Dominion will e^ctend niakicg 
this possible. 

It has been suggested that a party of 
prominent Victorians should later on visit 
Chicago and meet tho capitalists who will 
furnish tho siuoivs of war. This has been 
received with favor, and it ia proposed that 
such a parly be formed to visit America's 
great city about tho midillo of October ne.xt. 

Mr. Bakcman has made a friend of every- 
one with wliom ho has come in contuct. 
Ho has impressed all with liia ability to 
handle every detail of tho groat work, and 
has departed with the beat wishes of every 
Victorian for abundant success in hia nego- 
tiations, and hia early return to tako active 
direction of the buililiiig of the lino. 



A SOUS!) OPINION. 

Thero is a fbod deal of dilTorence of 
opinion in Canada and the United States aa 
to what ahould be published as news. 
Many newspapers abuse their freedom in this 
particular, and give place in their columns 
to matter that good taste, good iiiunners, 
good morals and good senso would exclude, 
The excuse given by some editors is tiiut 
tho public want the news which is conden\- 
nuble and they must havo it. It ia, in the 
first place, very questionable whether the 
majority of newspaper readers like the 
articles, paragraphs and items which the 
best class regard aa objectionable. We have 
a very strong suspicion that, in Canada, at 
any rate, they do not. We sue that tlae 
paper which is bright and newsy, and yet 
clean, is popular, while the paper that 
habitually goes beyond the verge of pro 
priety is universally condemned. 

There are items which, though not exact 
ly improper or sucgeativo of impropriety,' 
are, nevertheless, exceedingly objectionable. 
The subjects of these items are of a private 
nature. Their publication often gives pain 
to worthy people, and are really of no inter- 
est to the general public. Even if tho con- 
duct chronicled and commented upon in 
such items is reprehensiblo, nothing 
but the gratification of a curiosity tha.t 
cannot, by the utmost stretoh of 
charity be characterized aa laudable, 
is effected by making it public. A late 
number of Harper's Weekly contains re- 
marks on this subject which are so per- 
tinent and BO judicious that we cannot re- 
friia from reproducing some of tlicni : 

"A newspaper," it auyH, " should conduct 
itself towards its public as a gentleman car- 
rii-'S himself towards his neighbor. A man 
of character governs himself according to 
the precept of the Golden Rule. Ho does 
not pry into tho secrets of others. He does 
not seek to know, nor caro to know, what 
goes to make up tho happiness or the 
miseries of those who may liiippen to live 
next door to him. If bickcriiit;a and dis- 
putes, if jealousies and entaiigleinunts, 
if wronga comndtled against the 
marital relation come to hia knowledge, 
ho keeps his lipa closed, and conauienue 
clear. • • » jjo remains silent because 
it ia his duty aa a good man and a citizen 
not to add to tho sum of humuu unhappi- 
neaa. Ho will not assist in sotting husband 
and wife by tho ears. Ho will not plant the 
Bctds of distrust between parents and chil- 
dren. He will not breed dissension between 
neighbors." 

This e.\ce!lont weekly holds that the rules 
which govern good conduct in an individual 
arc those which should prevail in the offices 
of newspapers. It believes that there ia 
plenty of news in tho world which is of in- 
terest to tho public, and which the public 
would bo Douefittcd by hearing, without dis- 
figuring tho columns of newspapers with 
gossip and scandal. Tboro are, no doubt, 
many persons who would rather read of the 
doings and the misdoinga of their neighbors 
than of what is going on in tho world which

la really of importance. So there are in al- 
most every company, soroo who prefer back- 
biting and scandaL.'to intelligent and tnno. 
cent conversation;'^ but a inan or woman of 
principle does iiofc consider himself or her- 
self bound in auy way to pander to their 
vitiated taste. In the same way it ia best 
for A newsfapec^iiian to write for his beat 
readers^ ' ; ' 

A SAD STA TE OF raiNQS. '. '

A few days ago we showed one readers 

wlikt Intelligout and patriotio Anierloana 

have said about the increuao of tho crime of 
rnurdtL in tho United States, and tho de- 
plorable laxity, if not worse, that exists in 
iho administrution of tha criminal law of 
the Republio ; we will now reproduce for 
them what an intelligent Englishman says 
on the same subject. Blackwood's Moga- 
zino for May contains an article lieorin.^ the 
title of " Civilization, Social Order and 
Morality in the United States of America." 
The writer is oertaioly not favorably im- 
pressed witk what he heard and saw in tho 
United States. The article contains many 
sweeping sta.tements of faot, nud much 
severe criticism. This ia what it says about 
the crimo of murder : 

"The number of shootings is enormous, 
liat by tlio reliiKineat of tho law they aro 
not nil niurdors, even although death 
t-nsucs. Thero iwo inoro niurdors during 
iu ono week iu the United States than in 
the whole United Kin i;(l«rii d uriiig ono year, 
and the period of one week miglit [jcrliapa 
bo reduced to three days, ay, .soiiieiiuici to 
ono day, ■ . . It is ahnost every day 
ono reads of a rejected lover aliooling or 
athi.'rwisQ killing the wornaa ho would 
marry, his wifu umI iu:i}be lua cljiklreu too, 
nr his mistress, und immediately after kill- 
ing himself." 

I'erhaps tha severest thing in this very 
severe article ia a quotation from a decision 
in the New York Court of Appeals. It is 
as follows: 

"In December, 1S89, the. defendant was 
convicted of murder in tlio Srat degree. He 
uppoaled to this Court and the case was ar- 
gued in Juno, ISilO, a few days before tho 
the summer reces.i. The judgment was 
here allirnied. 'Tlxa eub3<(|iient procecillngs 
of tho cuso on behalf of the defciuhint have 
been discrcditahlo to tho u<lniinistralion of 
justice. The case lias been twico in 
ilio Supremo Court of tho United 
Slates, und ia here now for tho third time, 
and the Court liuve been needlcsaly ve.xcd 
for no possible purpose e.^cept delay. 
It ought to bo n sutije^t of enquiry, there- 
fore, whether lliey (the attorney a und couii- 
aellors admitteii to practice) can thus bo- 
come the allies of the urindnal elusscs and 
tho foes of organized eooiety, without ex- 
posing thcnisclveB to tho disciplinary powera 
of the Suprenis Court. " 

It would be liard for any foreigner to pro- 
nounco a more cutting condemnation of tho 
way in which justice is administered in tho 
United States than is contained in a decision 
of one of its highest Courts.

In the present case the judgment set 
up as an estoppel, and now sought to be 
set aside, was a judgmout by default 
for want of appearance, in short a judgment 
fx parte. It would not, therefore, pretend 
to be a judgment on the merits, and, tlicre- 
fore, cquld not work as an estoppel. 

' Taylor, Tol. 1, p. 98, lays down the prin- 
ciple that "estoppel must be certain to erery 
extent ; because it may exclude the truth, 
for no one shall be prevented from sotting 
up the truth, until it is in plain contradic- 
tion to bis former allegations and acts.' 
There can be no certainty to every intent in 
snch a judgment as that set up hero in cs- 
tbppel. 

ijigelow, p. 185, treating of a judgment 
by dofuult, says : "A judgment by defuult 
is not equivalent in prineiple or nulhority to 
a judgment on an issue fought out. Judg- 
ment on defuult is good for the primnry 
purpose of a judgment for a plaintiff. It 
gives him u right to have the sum adjudged 
collected ; but it has not the full effect of u 
rim jttdirdia, because in reality it has been 
ex parte. 

It ia argued by the defendant that the 
Slime facta which are now brought forward 
by the plaintill to-day niigiit have been lul- 
duced by him in Cameron r. Harper, and 
that, having had his opportunity, and ne- 
glected it, he cannot now bo heard, being 
barred. 

IJul Howell v. Tarte, 10 C.B., N..S., la 
an authority that defeiulant ia not estopped, 
by an oiiiisaion to set up in liia tirat iictiou 
the same facts as the defeuce plcadci in 
a second action. 

Thus it was never held that a defendant 
is concluded by a judgment by default in 
an action for former arrears. Moreover, es- 
toppel does not operate conclusively where 
the thing averred is consistent with the re- 
cord. 

Kstoppel by record rests on the same 
grounds as admissions, a default is not to 
be treated as an admission and a bad plea 
is not an estoppel. 

And admissions must be voluntary, a 
point on which I shall subsequently en- 
large. 

In Ontram v. Morewood, 3 East. 351, 
■where the mere fact of a recovery was 
claimed as an estoppel, it was settled, that 
it was not the recovery, but the viKlt' r al- 
leged by the party, and upon which the re- 
covery proceeds, whioh creates the estop- 
pel ; and when it has been " distinctly " 
(whioh I understand to mean completely) 
put; in issue, 

Tice-CbancelloF Knight Bruee, in his 
learned judgment in Barrs v. Jackson, 
Yonge k Cwlyer's Reports, referring to the 
case of Outram v. Morewood, says: "Wo 
find Lord Ellenborough laying it downf in 
that case, that a judgment is final lor its 
own proper purpose and object and no fur- 
ther.'' In another part of the same judg- 
ment the Irarned . Vlcis-Chancellor lays 
down what is now the law very accurately. 
He saya : 

" Lord Ellenborough certainly, and tho 
Court of King's Bench, in Outram v. More- 
wood, decided most accurately, with refer- 
ence to the pleadings in that action at 
common law, I hat an allegation on record, 
upon whioh the issue hus been once taken 
and formed, is, between the parties taking 
it, conclusive according to the finding there- 
of, so as to estop them respectively from 
Ist-igating that fact once so tried and found." 

The action, however, in Outram v. More- 
■wood, raised «•.• lo Ihc same prop'irti/ mid 
j/or Ihemme jiurjio^i:, tUo iV-dic as was 

rained and (rind in tho action, the judgment 
■""wherein was pleaded ; and there arc (tho 
learned Judge is speaking before the 
JadiOatore Act) material points of distinc- 
tion between the system of ploadiog of the 
English Courts of Cammpa Law and those 
of other Courts of Justice. 

''But it ia, I think, to h^ collected that 
the rule against re agitating matter adjudi- 
cated ia subject generally to this restriction 
— ^^that, however essential the eatahlishment 
of particular facts may be to the soundness 
of a judicial decision, however it may pro- 
ceed on them as established, and however 
binding and conclusive tho decision may, as 
to its immediate and direct object, be, those 
facis are not at all necessarily established 
conclusively between the parties; and that 
either may again litigate them for any 
other purpose as to which they may come in 
<|uestion — provided the immediate subject 
of the decision be not attempted to be with- 
drawn frcm its operation, so as to defeat its 
direct object. 

This limitation of the rule appears to me, 
generally speaking, to be consistent with 
reason and convenience, and now opposed 
to authority." 

In Kvolyn v. llajnes, Lord ^lansfield 
allowed a second action tor obstructing i. 
watercourse to be tried before him on a plea 
of not guilty, and where verdict for 
plaintiir had been given in another action 
brought against tho defendant for another 
obstruction to the same watercourse was 
given in evidence. 

Lord Mansfield decided there was nob 
such a determination of right by the former 
." verdict as tho law considered conclusive. 

Howell v. Tarte 10 C.B.,alrosdj partially 
cjuoted tells us that, if there had been a 
previous action hotwoen the same 
parties, / founded upon the same 
contract, and the defendant had 
snffcrtd judgnienl by default in that action, 
.-.ihe.^de/endant ia not precluded /rormet- 
f- 'ting'Vp tn a stibsequetU action any defence 
which he could have pleaded in oar of the 
former, notwithstanding the defence is in 
confession and avoidance of the agreement 
"^which is the foundation for the action. In 
the same case, IOC. B., wo find the em- 
phatic words, "Nobody ever hoard of a 
defendant being precluded from setting up 
a defence in a second action because he diil 
not avail himself of tho opportunity of sot- 
ting it up in tho first action," 

In tho motion for judgment the learned 
counsel for tno defendant cited on behalf of 
bis client the case of WiUiaiiis v. Richard- 
son, ;!G L. T., 500, which was a. juiigi.ient 
for default of appearance a'ld wua deemed 
a bar. But that is not in point, liecauae 
under section .'i. Interpleader Act 1S,'51 (1 
and 2 W. iv. , c. 5S, s. .'(), and this was a 
decision under that Act, a judgment for de- 
fault of appoarnnco is created by statute 
forever ft bar Lo claimant and all through 
him claiming. It is a case of a statutory 
bar. It required legislation to make it ao. 
But an ordinary judgment by default like 
the present one is not so fettered. 

Price & Berrington, 3 Mao. & Gord., 485, 



cl acq., cited bycoonael for the defendant 
against, is (rightly ponsidered) in favor of 
the plaintiff.'. It was a case -in, 1831 (long 
before the Judicature Act of 1873, ) 

It was. a bill in 1836 to. set aside a con- 
veyance in, fee executed in 1809, on ,the 
ground of uiuomdnesa of mind, and oj fraud 
and i /nposition. 

The fraud was not established. Tho 
insanity was. The position of parties was 
this: The grantor, previous to conveyance, 
settled and incumbered the prop- 
erty by a term of 1000 years, 
and had only a life interest in it, his chil- 
dren and other parties being entitled sub- 
ject to that interest. 

The purchaser had dealt with and encum- 
bered tho property in various ways. 

It was first given in favor of the plaintiff, 
but on appeal tho <iuestiou was whether the 
insanity in 180!) eutitled those representing 
him, or others interested in tho estato to 
call upon a Court of Equity in ISJli, 27 
years after tho transaction, to declare tho 
convoyancu void, and order an account. 

Now, tho position of the parties in tho 
case before me differed almost tola coitn 
from that of the parties in the case. Price 
v. lierrington, for there 

Tho sale was convenient to Grantor, to 
pay oir a £000 mortgage. The considera- 
tion was fair. There was no notice of tliu 
insanity. No circumstance of fraud was 
proven. There had been an enjoyment of 
'11 years. There were family arrangements 
by settlement of tho daughter of the pur- 
chaser and her children, and tho party acted 
lionafidr. 

Here tho very reverse was tho case. Tho 
reason given liy the Lonl C'hancoUor for the 
dismissal of the bill was, not that a proper 
case of fraud and inaaniiy could not bo en- 
tertained in equity, but because the bill 
under comment violated an established doc- 
trine or canon in equity, viz : 

That " when a bill sets up a case of actual 
fraud ") ns that bill did, and failed) " and 
makes that tho ground of the prayer for re- 
lief, the plaintiff is not entitled to a decree 
by establishing some one or more of tho 
facts quite indcpcnilent of fraud, but which 
ndght themselves create a caso under a 
totally distinct head of equity from that 
which would bo applicable to tho case of 
fraud originally stated," 

lint "u cuuso of direct and positive fraud 
of which the lunacy forms one part or cir- 
cumstance is clearly the subject of equit- 
able interference," which is the case here. 
So that this decision is not agaiust, but in 
favor of Hirper ; and as, under the Judica- 
ture Act, tho principles of equity prevail, 
would seem to support the mode in which 
the plaintiff's case has been presented to 
tho Court. 

In some part of the trial a suggestion was 
luado that Harper was estopped from say- 
ing there was no written assignment from 
Cameron to him of the half interest, by his 
signature to the promissory notes — and this 
arose from Harper's counsel calling atten- 
tion to the fact that there was no written 
evidence before tho Court to show any ac- 
tual assignment of one-half interest in the 
Lightning Lease to Harper from C»inerou 
for the §50,000, None was produced. 

But in this it is not necessary to say more 
than that it was proved tluit tho notes 
were signed by him while of unsound mind. 
They could not bo taken as admissions to 
bind Hjirpcr in estoppel, because admis- 
sions must bo voluntary, which these could 
not be without reason to guide tho exercise 
of the will, and make them so, and hero 
that reason was absent. 

It was advanced by defendant's counsel 
en dernier rts.'iorl that fraud had not been 
really made out in this case ; and that the 
jury had only found "no consideration" for 
the contract and thaf'it was not bona 
fide." 

That. is taking as I have shown a very 
partial view of the pleadings, evidence 
and findings, and of tho Judge's 
charge to the jury, which in one part, page 

of the shorthand notes of the trial, dis- 
tinctly stated to the jury: 

"Now fraud is a thing there which has to 
be, and it is alleged in tho pleadings; and it 
is a thing which has to lie proved; and 
proved by tho plaintiff. If you come to 
the conclusion, for instance, that Harper, at 
the time of the alleged contract, was incap- 
able of contracting, from unsoundness of 
mind, and Cameron knew of it, and of course 
used it for hia own purposes, employing 
fraud. If all tho evidence adduced before 
you brings you to that conclusion, your ver- 
dict will then be for the plaintiff," and the 
converse was just as faicly put. 

It is scarcely possible to put the question 
of fraud in plainer words, and the jury 
answered them by their findings, which 
were a verdict for the plaintiff, and, com- 
ing after the judge's charge, most clearly 
was a finding of fraud. 

But even If only those two things were- 
found, whioh defendant's counsel treats as 
all findings, there was no consideration for 
the contract, and that it was not bona fide 
taken with the pleadings and the judge's 
charge, that is a finding of fraud. Davy v. 
Garrett 7 Ch. IJiv. 4S0. (after laying down 
the law as I have given it with respect to 
the allegation and proof of fraud) says; "7/ 
miiij nnl Ik nix'ssnnj lit ad rasi-.i /i, /h'- 
iri.ril j'fdiid. Indeed, in one of the most, or- 
dinary cases, it is not necessary. It ap- 
peat.i Lo me a plaintilV is bound to show din- 
tiuclly that he means to allege fraud. If 
defendant made to plaintiff representations 
on which he intended plaintiff' to act, and 
which representations were untrue and 
known to the defendant to be untrue, tb.al 
is fraud." And that is the case here. 

The learned counsel's second reference 
to Price v. Berrington .'J. Mac: & 
Gord,, that fraud and lunacy must both bo 
proved to allow tho intervention of the 
Court to afford tho desired relief, was of no 
use — merely superfluous — because inappli- 
cable here, where both fraud and lunacy 
have been proved. 

In tho argument on tho motion for non- 
suit, tho leading counsel for tho plaintiff 
(Mr. Richards) thus spoke of tho (i«estion of 
fraud, in language in the general bearing, 
if not in tho wording, of which I myself 
concur — 

" The case is full of fraud from beginning 
to end. Here is a man who has walked off 
with $50,000 irom this poor unfortunate 
lunatic, and Has never given him 5 cents, 
for it. 1 am sure there is plenty of evi- 
dence of fraud. The whole case is fraud." 
' The same counsel for defendant made a 
passing reference to the fact that Mr. Harper 
had not heen medically examined prepara- 
tory to the trial. If defendant had wished 
for such on examination it, would not have 
been refused. I do not lay any stress on 
the absence of this, but it certainly is not 
in defendant s favor. 

But the evidence of the men and tho 
me<lical witnesses was of a much more 
satisfactory character. All these, each in 
own manner, dilVering in detail, but identi- 
cal in substance, described plaintilFs mental 
malady as continuing more or less strongly, 
and producing continuous incapiicity, from 
tho time of tlio accident up to tho present 
day. There is no evidence to justify tho 
presumption of a lucid interval, but tho re- 
verse. 

Of course ovorj' wvxii i<> prcjumed to be 
sane until he is proved to bo, or to have 
been insane, 

But insanity, once proved in this caso to 
have existed, ia presumed to coutinue until 
it is proved to have ceased (Attorney- 



General V,' Parather 3, B.C.C.— Pope on 
Lunacy 408, and the numerous cases there 
cited), and accordingly the burden of proof 
attaches to the party who alleges a lucid in- 
terval on recovery.' > ' • , ' ; 

And what the learned o'ousel who sug- 
gests (though merely . interjeotloDBlly) the 
posaibility of a lucid interval, seeihs to have 
forgotten, is, that " tho'evideneei in support 
of a lucid interval should be 88 strong and 
as demonstrative of the fact as when the 
object of proof is to establish derange- 
menu." (Attorney-General v. Parather 3, 
B,C.C. 443). ■ 

He cites Mr. Holland's evidence as a 
sanction for this motion, although that has 
been amply disposed of in a previous part 
of this judgmonl, and by the jury's unani- 
mous conclusion. 

But 03 his dealings with Harper, between 
1880 and 1888, are again referred to by the 
counsel as an authority that Harper might 
have been of sound mind, it is necessary to 
repeat again the effect of evidence which 
has been already statad, that this sugges- 
tion is distinctly negatived by tho medical 
evidence and that of Harper's intimate 
friends, who testify to his unsoundness 
through the years mentioned, do«'u to the 
present time, and counsel omits all mention 
of the fraud practised on Harper by 
Cameron and carried on with the Utmost 
speed to execution. 

And, surely, even in the midst of a novel 
and oiciting up-country trip during ono of 
those years, Mr. Holland must presumably 
have had grave doubts of Harper's sound- 
ness of mind when tho latter wrote 
to his firm to the effect tlmt ha 
was that fall to get a million of dollars out 
of Horsefly, which was producing nothing ; 
and while overwheln:ed with debt to his 
firm, and begging plaintively for alittlo fur- 
ther respite, aiiirmed 8t..-enuously that ho 
would that fall have so much gold out of 
Horsefly as would pay off all his debts and 
leave him "so much gold that ho shouldn't 
know what to do with it, and that he felt 
like whistling." If not, his powers of ob- 
aerration must have been very pre-occnpied 
with other considerations. 

It is about this period that Barton, who 
was manager at Horsefly, tolls us in his evi- 
dence, coufirmcd by other witnesses, that 
the plaintiff' had sent up hags enough to the 
mine to bring down all tho gold of Cariboo ; 
was angry that they had not jbrought more 
bags, winding up by buying a cart |to fetch 
down the gold — which wasn't there; and 
any man, i.oL out of his senses, must have 
known could not possibly have been got out 
of an unopened ipine, if, instead of lamen- 
tably poor, it had been ever 80 rich. All 
this I have explained before, but the fresh 
reference of counsel to the years ISSO, I8S7 
and ISKS compels mo to re-state tho evi- 
dence applying to those years. 

Tho learned counsel for tho defendant, 
who exorcised his wonted ingenuity in pick- 
ing out sections of time to suit his views, 
quoted Forestreet Warehouse Co. v, Durant, 
10, Q. B. D., 471, to support him in an as- 
sumption that, as there was un absence of a 
special finding of insanity at tho time of tho 
juilgment (10th December, 1888) now sought 
to be set aside, he was at liberty to infer ac- 
(|uiesence, as there was no proof of personal 
service, and he wished to consider the con- 
tract of Harper to he like that of the 
druuken man in Matthew v. Baxter, 5 Eq. 
l.'i'J, as voidable, not void, and, therefore, 
might be affirmed. 

But here also tho weight of evidenco is 
massed against him ; and the jury in their 
finding embraced the whole period connected 
with the dealings with the §50,000 notes, 
drawing tho distinction between tho con- 
tract itself and the transactions with these 
notes, which, of necessity, would include 
judgment and execution. 

It was distinctly in evidence,and not con- 
tradicted, that any recovery to tho injury 
to the banin from the kick and other con- 
tributory deep-seated maladies com.bined (if 
at all) must of necessity be very gradual ; 
could not bo sudden, and, as all tho witness- 
es were of opinion, continuod nmre or less 
in operation from the injury up to the pre- 
sent time. 

Besides, Harper having been already 
proved insane, and so found, tho onus of 
proof of any complete subsequent recovery 
during the period now picked out by coun- 
sel as not specially included nominalim in 
tho finding of tho jury, is on the defendant 
(Attorney-General v. Parather q\ioil unit 
and Pope, -108,) and_this was not done. What 
evidence there was was considered by tho 
jury, and was decidedly ogainst him, in this 
new theory. Besides, ho forgets the fraud, 

A dictum in HoU V. Levy, 10 CP., was 
cited by .defendant's counsel against the 
plaintiff, "that when the very same .sub- 
ject matter has been determined in a pre- 
vious action, the plaintiff cannot sue again, 
arguing that that was determined in the 
judgnu nt of CauiercD obtained against Har- 
per, which coiiseciuently suspended tho right 
of action, and that a right of action once 
suspended ia gone for ever." In other words, 
that judgment is ni jiidira/a. If the 
leaned counsel had gone a little farther 
he would haVQ found a complete answer to 
his own proposition. 

In estinuuing wkethcr a particular judg- 
ment by default c;in form the subject of a 
fresh action oil the merits on "the very 
same subject matter," it may bo asked what 
is tho same subject matter That is set- 
tled by tho Banio caso, which declares that 
to bo "the same subject matter" when the 
same evidenco is necessary to prove the 
right of action. 

And that is exactly Lho caso here, where 
the then defendant is tho present plaintill'. 
Kstoppel is mutual. 

Notwithstanding a judgment has been 
issued for default of appearance, the sub- 
ject matter of that action, viz., the validity 
of the contract where fraud and insanity 
are alleged, has not yet been tried, and con- 
sequently the right of action has not yet 
been suspended ; to effect that the evidence 
which is now produced is the evidenco 
which would have had to have been brought, 
forward in that action.' And this is the 
sullicient reason why " tbe very BVme sub- 
ject matter " is now heihg tried in the 
present case, because it was neither tried 
nor determined in the previous action. 

Ono of the learned counsel for the de- 
fendant (Mr. Albert MoPhillips) in the ar- 
gument on the motion for judgment, took 
up a somewhat different position from his 
loader. 

It will bo remembered that at tho open- 
ing of tho case, Mr. C. Wilson, [or the cle- 
fendant, laid down the condition as a sin 
ijiia lion for the successful conduct of any 
action against him, that a roin»ii.-<sioii ili 
hiiirilii-ii iiii/iii,-i'ii,/u should first issue, and 
that insanity onco established, everything 
would bo made clear. lOvcry other subae- 
(|uenl proceeding would fall to tho ground 
in due courso. 

Now, hia learned colleague changes front, 
and lias discovered that the Comniission (/■ 
liinaliro is not so indispensihle a prelimin- 
ary after all (could it have heen in tho 
light ef tho emphatic verdict of Harper's 
insanity, whioh had then been rendered ?), 
but that (insanity or no insanity ) plaintiff 
was estopped from the first by not having 
attacked the record, the snap judgment in 
qucalion at tho time.

7. Congressional legislation providing for 
the Euieulitlu inauagenieMl of walerwuya and 
prohibiting waste of tho natural resources 
of the country. 

8. Inventions to be free to all. Inventors 
to be remunerated by the^n&tion. 

9. A progressive income tax and tax on 
inheritance ; smaller incomes to be exempt. 

10. School education of all children under 
14 years of age to be compulsory, gratuitous 
and accessible to all by public assistance in 
meals, clothing and goods where necessary. 

II. Tke repeal of all pauper, tramp, con- 
spiracy and sumptuary laws, and the un- 
abridged right of combination. 

12. Official slatiatica concerning tho con- 
•dition of labor ; the prohibiting of the em- 
ployment of children of achool ago and the 
employment of female labor in occupalioua 
detrimental t'> health or morality ; anil the 
aholilion of the convict labor contract sys- 
tem.

Neither teu, or the apology 
therefor, or ooiFee, nt the two Itiat men- 
tioned meals. This food was taken by the 
ii9en squatted on deck, or when it rained too 
hard, on the lockers 'tween decks. 

"IJut life on the Zabiaka 

WAS I'AllADISE 

to what aVaitcd the men at Petropaulovsky. 
Before setting out the miseries endured at 
that place, I will attempt some description 
of the place itself. 

" Petropaulovsky (Peter and Puul) is 
situated at tho back of a very pretty little 
harbor, lUnked on the two sides of its en- 
trance by high hills, covered in tlio Buminer 
BCUBon with grass aud scrubby bircli trees. 
At the head of the harbor, there is a ll tl of 
twenty or thirty acres, on which, and on 
tho sido hills, tho houses are situated. The 
town has a governor and a mayor us digni- 
taries ; neitlicr must I omit it, tho imitation 
of two policuuion, 

"Its buildings are the Governor's resi- 
dence, the (iroek churches, aunimcr and 
winter nnea, a store owned by Mr. Malo- 
vausky (well known, lam informed, by old 
residents of Victoria), and inau«ged by a 
'^inlander,' Mr. Limlquiat, concerning both 
of whom more will bo said. These build- 
ings, together with tlie new warehouses of 
tho llussiaa Fur Company, compria* all the 
frame buildings; the rcstareof log, thatched 
with hay or straw, and inhabited 'by tbf 
poorest kind of Russian peasants, who live 
on the fish (hey catch in tho summer and 
the 'game they can secure in the winter. 
Soma cows, a few horses, and a whole col- 
ony of doga represent the domestic animals. 
The remains of quite a number of old build- 
ings and some ruined fortlfieatione exist, 
showing that the town was, aome years 
since, u place of more pretentions. 

" It was, previous totheCrin.ean war, the 
head<niartera of a small Russian whaling and 
aealiug fleet. It ajqiiired during tliat war 
aomo promiuence, as being the place where 
the olilcers and marines of some Kngliah 
and French men-of-war, not knowing the 
entrance to tho harbor where two Russian 
men-of-war were lying, attempted to take 
the place fioin tho land' side, but mistaking 
their way, nnil enveloped in a thick fog, 
were aurpriscil by biitteries supplied with 
guns taken from the nien-of-w.ir, driven 
over a precipice and killed. 

" This atatement was given to me in very 
bad English by one of the oiBcera of the 
Zabiaka. 

"A small cemetery with three crosses 
erected therein bearing iascripliona respec- 
tively iu Knglibli, French and Ruaaijin, con- 
tains the bodies of those killed in tho en- 
gagement. On a bar, which separates the 
inner from the outer harbor, a large 
monument is erected in memory of the 
event. 

"At this decayed littlo spot the captains 
and crews of tlie captured schooners were 
landed, and for tlie purpose of accuracy tho 
particulars of thoir treatment in each ca 
are given. The captains and crews of the 
McGowan and White were landed on the 
beach on the 21st July,

or other clothes than those they st^od in, 
and told to sliiffc for themselves. Captain 
de Levron refused , to do anything, stating 
tliat ho was done with them. 

"Shelter, if poasible, waa the first thing 
to be obtained. Captains Daley and Fur 
man went to tho Governor and, after a long 
conference, ho agreed to let tlicm have the 
back promises of the jail for that purpose. 
Now tho jail itself was a most niiserahle 
filthy little place. It consisted of two apart 
menls, tho day and night jjil, the latter, if 
possible, moro hideoua in its filth and 
afjualor than tho former. It can safely be 
ulhrmod that your citizens could not by any 
atietch of the imagination picture it; it 
re(iuired an actual glimpse of tlie place to 
Hhnw nno what Rusaian prison treatment 
is like, and to -convince one that George 
C. Keenun's vivid descriptions of the prisons 
of Siberia are not orerdrawn. 

" This being the jail, fancy, if you can, 
its b:«ck premises, smeared witii the filth of 
men and beast, swarming with vermin, an(° 
reeking with an intolerable stenob. Un 
cannot properly express its hideoasncss, 

"Into tliia place, 10 by 18 feet in its di 
mentions, they were informed that they 
could lodge themselves and their joint crews 
of 38 men, and they were obliged to accei>t 
it, and 08 many as Qoald crowded into it 
Those who could not get in were 
slept in the open air, and this with foggy 
and rainy -.Teather prevailing much of ilu 
time. No wonder that, as was the caac. 
some of the men are crippled with rhsu- 
matism,and all suffereci from such exposure. 

KACI.Vr. I'-AMI.Vi:. 

"Food was next to be obtained. Tho 
muBtcra and crew of a aealing schooner do 
not travel with money ; by chance some oik 
or two may have a few dollars. C.ipta 
Daley and Furman went to Mr. Lindcjuist 
and begged for their crews a day's proriaions 
from the store. Ho kindly gave it to them, 
and further agreed to give employment to 
some of the crew in carrying freight to his 
Btorij from the U.S. hark Miijcatic, llien 
diachargiug a general cargo, principally con- 
signed to the Russian Fur C-'o. 

"With the nioney thus earneil, aix men, 
workinit at two roubles or eighty cents u 
day per man, they wore enabled to purchaso 
provisions sudieient to keep them alive. 
I'rices nt tho store were as foUowa: Kanl 
Dread, 1'2.J cents per pound; flour, fiO pouixl 
sack. ?2, 50; sugar, H.J cents per pound; 
beef, 12 ceuta; tea, lii cents. ''J'lieir ."iole 
cooking utensil until the arrival of their 
schooners was a coal-oil can. 

"On the 2Sth July the KoliU, with Cupt. 
Keefo and his crew of twenty men, arrived. 
They were, through Llie kind interceaaion of 
Mr. Malavau-dij', who was on board the 
l\otilc at the timo of tho seizure of the 
Roaio Olsen, with the Governor of Dehring 
Island, fortunate cuough to secure their 
clothes, bedding, cooking utensils and pro- 
visions enough to last them until the Rosio 
Ol.sen arrived. 

"They were, however, turned on th 
beach. On application to llie governor of 
Petropaulovaky for shelter; he told them to 
turn in with the crews of the McGowan and 
While. 

" Capt. Kcofo, soeing that this wan im- 
possible, persisted in Ids rcqueal , and again, 
securing the support of .Mr. Malviuiiiky, 
who went to the mayor, hp auccceded iu 
ublaining permission to occupy a room in 
an old, dociiyt-d, and uninhabited building 
that had been used for nn hospital. Id this 
iroom the orew of the Olsen (Siwaslics) wore 
able to live In corrparativo comfort. 

"On the 30th July, Capt, MoLeod and 
the hunters and crew of the Ariel, 21 men, 



whs fiad arrived tho day previous, on tho 
Zsbiaka, were turned on tlio bcoch during 
heavy fog »nd rain. The Ariel, it will bo 
remembered, was taken at the early morn- 
ing hour of 4:30. .'^.t that time somo of tho 
men were yet in their buuka, others, half 
dressed, watching the approach of the 
cruiser, and speculating aa to her buiinesa. 
Of this they wore soon informed. The 
ofhcers ordered tho men on deck into tho 
boat and turned out tho men below. The 
marines with revolvers stood ready to en- 
force these communda. 

Hurrying on some scanty clothing, they 
left for the Zibiaka. Better preparations 
weuld certainly have been made in spite of 
the >

had it iiaii been eiippnsed that after ex- 
amination of the ship's pupers, and perhaps 
some warning or threats, all would be 
allowed to return to the aohooner. Aait 
was, some left without ooatsi ' some in 
slippers or light shoes^ none with the 
clothes they would put on for the usual 
day's work. Clothed in this way and with 
the weather as before described, they were 
turned out of the Z.ibiaka. After the lapse 
of some time they were marbhed by a petty 
olliccr of that vessel along the beach, 
through the mud and wet grass to the old 
hospital, and told they could turn in with 
tho crew of tho Olsen. 

The crews divided ofT, tho Siwaaliea tak- 
ing one eni, tlie hunters and crew of the 
Ariel the other, twenty-one men in a room 
ilxll feet, with a leaky roof, a broken 
floor, broken glass in tho only window, wet 
und cold, und without food or bed- 
ding. 

"Had it not been that some of the hunt- 
ers had a little silver change with them, 
all must have gone without supper or 
breakfast. Somo of the poor pea.Hinta 
looking in the next day on sncli clieerless- 
neaa were moved to contribute from 
their scanty atorea a littlo milk and two or 
three tish. Tlio next day I*Ir. Malovaiinky, 
learning the situation, sent from the Kotik 
a geiierouj BHl)plY of hard broid, tea, 
sugar, benua and aomc bacon, and with tho 
aid of a few cooking utensils 
borrowed from that steamer the food ques 
tion was settled for tho time. On tlio ,'!rd 
Angust the captains of the dilTcrent vessels 
were informed that the RuBsian Govern- 
ment would allow them and their crews the 
sum of fifteen (15) kopecks — about seven 
cents — per day per niin, such amount to bo 
placed to their credit at Mr. Lind^uist'a 
store, and to bo taken out in supplies. 

"I have before stated the prices of pro- 
visions, so the purchiiaing price of this al- 
lowauco can readily bo seen. Your readera 
then will plcaao bear in mind that from 
the Slst duly, the time tho crows of 
the McGowan and the White were landed, 
up to the 3rd of August, no provision of 
any kind had been mode by the Russian 
Government or any one in their behalf for 
the maintenance' o.{; any of the oaptains, 
officers or erew of the captured sobooncrs, 
and 'bad it not been for the kindness ol 
Messrs. Malovausky and Liadquiat, and the 
obanoe they offered of obtaining work from 
the Kotik and Majestic, all muab have 
actually starved. 

" While living in the wayaiovedesoribed 
and previous at lease to tho arrival of the 
crew of the Ariel, negotiations were going 
on between theGovernorof Petropaulovsky, 
the captain of the Zabiaka, and the captain 
of the bark Majestic for the 
purpose of removing the captured 
orcwa to British or United Statca 
territory. In nmki»g this statement, the 
writer, of course, has no personal know- 
ledge, but tlic following facta justify liim in 
drawinc that conclusion : Oa tho voyago 
of the Zihiaka with the crew of tho Ariel 
to Petropaulovsky, Capt, McLcod asked 
Capt. de Levron what waa to become of 
them when they arrived there, to which he 
(de Levron) replied thai the captain 
of tho Majestic would take tlicm to British 
territory lor the auiti of SIO or $15 per man. 
Capt. McLeod replied that he bud no money 
nor means of raising uny.at v^'llich de Levron 
shrugged his shoulders and said in that caao 
ho could not aay what Ihey were 
to do. In making tho statement 
about the $10 or gli), it is 
endent de Levron spoke with authority. 
Then wdien it became clear to tlie negotia- 
tors, that no ready money could be ob- 
tained, th« captain of the Majestic (Lorcntz- 
cii) drew up u paper to be signed by the ofli- 
cers and crews of each of the 3aptured ves- 
sels, of which tho following is 

tin; si'isT.vNca .AM) I'Uki'Okt. 
^ " reciting among oilier thingSi^tlmt 

and in di.Htresi at tho port of Petropaulov- 
sky ; he ( Lorent/.eii) agreed lo take them to 
I'uget Sound, and tlieru land them, at Boine 
port, I'.ritisli, or American. The accommo- 
dation was to be in the hold, Lorentzen waa 
not to supply any stores, food, or water; 
tlicy vvcru lo rely for tlie.<o on the gener- 
osity of tho captLkin of tho Zjbiaka, 
who was to supply tliem, aa 
well as water ciaka, stoves, cooking utcn- 
sil.s, hoat.-j and oars, from tho captured vea- 
.sela. The consiileration for thi", in part, as 
expressed by the iigreement, was, that the 
balau30 of the stores after arrival, as well aa 
the artioles last mentioned, should be and 
remain the property of the owner of the 
.Majestic. 

It must be remarked here that tliis really 
was un attempt to make moro secure to tho 
owner of the M !j«stic the consideration 
really coiiiiii;; from the Bttisiau Govern- 
ment aa represented by the captain of the 
Zabiaka, for if these stores were confis- 
cated, they were the property of the Rus- 
sians, and they alone had tho right to dis- 
pose of tbem. 

"Tho real consideration was an expect- 
ancy from the British 'and U. S. Govern- 
ments, ua thb paper contained a petition to 
iliosQ governments to pay the owner of the 
Majestic such sum as might be' deemed 
right by thcHi. Having experienced sulli- 
cienb to show them tho nature of Russian 
treatment, not knowing what was in store 
for them in case of refusal, .and It being evi- 
dent that de Levron was one of tho chief 
promoters of this agreement, (as tho ex- 
lieuse of removal by this means would bo 
much lea.sened, virtually the wholo paynlent 
to he ir.ado by tho owners of tho captured 
vessels and their governmeuls), the masters 
and crew were glad to sign. 

"Then de Levron came to the front again. 
The crews were ordered nn board the Ma- 
jestic by niurinea with rifles and fi.xed biy- 
oiieta. iSoine of the men objectiug to this 
aiiiiimary trcatifieiit, wero overpowered, 
throttled, and pitched into tho boats. Capt. 
Keefe, who liad gone aboard, coming on 
slioi'i' for his clothes with two olliera, were, 
on tlieir landing, surrounded by these mar- 
ines, und were, with ditliculty, allowed to 
get lliem. They wero marched to Mr. 
I.udquist'a house, whore the clothca wero, 
followed into the liouae and escorted baok 
again. 

" The Majeatic, with all on boord, aailed 
from Potropaulnvsky the morning of August 
i). In order to give your readers aomo 
idea of the amenities of Busaiau civil- 
ization , : as exemplified by the 
officers' and orew , of t'^e ■ Zabiaka,' 
1 must inform thprnj that in the oases of the 
vessels oaptprejd .by that cruiser, two ofS- 
oera.atid efoht br^nfue men were placed on 
board each vessel,' the olBcers, of coarse, 
oocupied the cabins, themen^tbo foreoustlo. 
Then fancy tho indesoribable meanness of

men wearing tho uniform of a sup- 
posed civilized country, and presumably 
gentlemen. They rifled the pockets, 
valises, bags, and boxes of the captain, 
ofiicora and hunters. They stole the money 
from their purses,- small articles of jewelry, 
collar buttons, studs, etc., razors, combs, 
brushes, towels, and soap, oil skin coats, 
gum boats, whole snits of new clothes, and 
as to underwear, that wus their particular 
weaknosB, they took nearly all the 
now or clean undersuits, drawers, 
and socks they could find, and they wore 
good judges of the quality of these articles; 
the better they were the more certain it 
wai that tlicy would be transferred to their 
thieviah clutches. 

"When this took place in the cabin and 
hunters' room, can it be wondered at that 
the men in tho forecastle followed suit and

property of tho different captains, the 
charts, tho carpenter's tools, all went to 
these thieves. Capt. Keefe waa fortunate 
enough not to bo taken by do Levron and 
his harpies, and he and his crew succeeded 
in retaining all.their personal property..' 

should fail utterly in this attempt at 
description did I omit some personal refer- 
ence to Cuptaip de Levron. Shortly afi%r 
tho first arrival of the Zabakaiat Petropaul- 
ovsky this season, this gentleman took a 
fancy that he would supply somo amuse- 
ment; for himself, and at the same time 
practice his men in gunnery. In the selec- 
tion of a, target, hia taste was Oisthetie. He 
chose a small window in one of the new 
warehouses of the Russian ¥ar Co., at that 
time filled with furs and valuable skins, 
and ordered tho gunner to hit it, tho pen- 
alty for failure to be whipping, the reward, 
if successful, a few copecks. The 
gunner had to comply, but whether from 
nervousness or hecauao ho was naturally a 
bad shot, misned the target by a few inches, 
but aent the cannon ball crashing through, 
not only the house aimed at, but 
one adjoin iiig, when it buried it- 
self in the .-tttcp bank behind. 

" This incident waa related by tho very 
best authority ; the place where the ball 
went through wus seen by some of the cap- 
tains and many of the luintera and crews. 
Further, just previous to tlieir departure on 
the Majestic, the captains of the seized 
scliooiicra wishing to serve him (de Levron) 
with a copy of a protest against their seiz- 
ures, which they had had prepared, waited 
on him in his cabin und addressed him in ro- 
apeetful terina. Ho ordered them from it 
with violent language, and directed tho 
marines to drive tliem from his ship, which 
they did with fixed bayonets. Knowing, 
then, that'thlu man was capable of commit- 
ting any outrage, can it be wondered at 
that nil were

day the ilajestic loft — Angust 9— for the 
purpose of making other seizures, in wliicb 
it is to bo feared she will bo successful. 
Should this be so, the situation of the cap- 
tured will be pitiable iu the extreme. There 
will be no vessel to take them to home ports, 
and they will have to rely upon Russian 
clemency for a iiieuns of escape." 

Capttiin I) iley'a story ia a sample of the 
skippers' version of tho seizures — the nar- 
ratives dilTer only in details. His schooner 
waa proceeding under easy sail when the 
gunboat hovo down upon her, being at first 
tnistakea for an American cruiser. Ilcr 
<inly command to heavc-to waa given in a 
shot across the bows. This waa reported 
by some of the trew though tho captain 
neither heard nor saw it. Then came 
another report and a ball dangerously close. 
Tjie boat that came alongside was almost 
as big as the sshobner, and contained half a 
do7.eo ofBeers, oB' well as marines and sea- 
men, all fully arnied. Capt. Daley was told 
to hurry up and Ret his papers ready 
to take on board the Zabiaka, and when 
ho returni^d from the cabin with tho docu- 
ineiita lie found hia crew lined up at tho 
bayonet point to go with him. Tlio rest of 
tho story ia relatad above. 

Naturally, Victoriana nt home are indig- 
nant at tho treutiiient 'Victorians alliiat 
have received, and a public meeting to dis- 
cuss -what is to bo done to vindicate British 
rights iu tho matter will probably bo 
arranged to-day.
